Gov. McEnery, of Louisiana, advises his peo- 
ple to hold a State Convention in December, and 
to make an appeal to Congress for their rights. 
If matters progress along the present 
line, ruin is certain. Their property is 
‘slowly but surely being confiscated, and bauk- 
ruptey, individual and public, is inevitable. 
There are but two remedies,—either the honest 
people of the State of all parties must combine 
for self-preservation, or else its Government must 
be surrendered unreservedly to the Federal 
authorities. He hopes that the latter unpalate- 
ble and unrepublican course will be rendered un- 
necessary by Congress at its next meeting, which 
can solve the riddle by simply unseating the 
present illegal Government, and referring its 
fu ure course to the people.

The Royal Commission which is to supersede 
Parliament in the Canada Pacific Railway in- 
vestigation has at last béen appointed. It is 
composed of three members, one of whom has 
been for thirty years the confidential friend and 
adviser of Sir John A. Macdonald, the Premier; 
another has made himself obnoxious to the peo- 
ple by a long course of subservience to the 
Government, dating as far back as 
the rebellion of 1837, when he was 
Judge Advocate; the third belongs to 
the French Conservatives, a class from whom 
not much in the way of active inquiry and ex- 
posure is likely to come. As a matter of course, 
such appointments have made the Opposition 
and the people angrier than ever. The Globe 
of Toronto says more unfit men could not have 
been found, and the feeling is strong that the 
Opposition must not dignify this packed tri- 
bunal nor dishonor their cause by appearing 
before it. | 

Four of the murdered victims of the Sag ac- 
ejdent were buried in Springfield yesterday, and 
two in this city. One more has died, and 
three others are declared by the doctors to be 
unable to live longer than a day or two. This 
will swell the death-list to 21. The Coroner's 
investigation is still under way. One of the 
witnesses examined was a farmer, who saw 
Murderer Beane after the coilision, and 
was told by him that he forgot 
all about the passenger train. The 
testimony of the engineer of the freight train, 
who was brought in from prison under guard, 
gave no new information except some facts 
concerning Conductor Beane's general in- 
efficiency, whom he said he did not consider a 
competent man. His efforts to throw the blame 
on his superior were manifest. He repeated the 
story of the loss of time by his watch, but did 
not make it any more plausible than at first.

The brewers of Massachusetts, who are just 
now ground between the mill-stones of the Gen- 
eral Government and the local authorities, have 
determined to ascertain their legal rights. The 
position which they assume is, that, so long as 
they are compelled to pay a revenue tax to the 
Government, the local authorities should let 
them alone; and again, that either the Massa- 
chusetts law is unconstitutional, or else it is 
illegal for Federal officers to collect a tax from 
the brewers. The statistics with regard to 
the manufacture of beer in that State 
show that dhe brewers have just cause 
for complaint. There are twenty large brew- 
eries in the State, fifteen of which are near Bos- 
ton. On the ist of May last, there was of beer 
and ale on hand $600,000 worth; barley and 
malt, $150,000; bills uncollectable, $150,000 ; 
real estate and appurtenances, $1,000,000; total, 
$1,900,000. Last year, Massachusetts paid into 
the National Trgasury $580,280 as a tax on malt 
liquors. For the first nine months of the pres- 
eut fiscal year, she paid $471,532, against $404,- 
599 for the same time last year, or at the rate of 
$670,000 for the year 1873. The Government 
has, therefore, received $1 for every barrel 
seized, or which may be seized, un- 
der the operation of the prohibitory 
law of the State—an act of injustice which is 
apparent to any one. In view of these facts, 
and encouraged by a recent decision of the 
Rhode Island Supreme Court, that it is not com- 
petent for a State to interfere with the sale of 
an article the introduction of which for sale is 
permitted by the laws of the United States, the 
brewers have determined to make a test case 
and take it to the United States Supreme

A few days since the Peoria Transcript had an 
article on State Rights, assuming to give the 
substance of an alleged conflict of jurisdiction 
between the United States District Court for 
the District of Northern Illinois and the Circuit 
Court of Peoria County, Illinois. The sub- 
stance of this article was that Mr. Enoch Emery, 
ex-Collector of Internal Revenue for the Peoria 
District, had held in his hands the sum of $13,000 
deposited with him by the Peoria distillers 
as payment for a certain number of Tice meters ; 
that he had been ordered by the United States 
District Court to pay the money into that Court, 
but that, before the issuing of said order, 
be- hid been sued in the Peoria Circuit 
Court, default had been entered, and judgment 
rendered requiring him to pay the money into 
that Court, which he had done. In view of the 
second order to pay the money into the other 
Court, he proposed to do nothing of the kind, 
but, as the boy said in a.similar emergency, he 
would just let the molasses run.” The opin- 
ion of Judge Blodgett in this case having been 
withheld for revision, we were unable to publish 
it at the time of its delivery. It is given else- 
where, and from it we learn that Emery perpe- 
trated an impudent fraud in getting up a suit, in 
collusion with the distillers, in the Peoria 
Court, to take 2 case then and still 
pending in the United States District Court, out 
of the jurisdiction of said Court ; that in so do- 
ing he violated his own stipulations and com- 
mitted a breach of trust—the money being held 
by him as trustee. Also that he did it knowing- 
ly, since he edmits that he took an indemnifying 
bond from the Peoria distillers. In conclusion, 
the Judge orders Emery to pay the money into 
the United States District Court within twenty 
days. 


_ The change of name and the domestic irregu- 
larities of Mr. John M. Hipple, alias J. H. 
Mitchell, the newly-elected Senator from Oregon, 
are not the only nor even the worst blotches on 
his scutcheon. His domestic situation seems to 
be this: A wife in Pennsylvania; a so-called 
wife in California, who accompanied him in his 
flight from Pennsylvania, but who was missing 
when he went to Oregon; and another married 
wife now in Oregon. These, we should say, 
were burdens which to begin

Senatorial Bub the mame in 


which he secured his election, and 
the attachments other than matrimonial 
which bind him down, according to a corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Commercial, render 
him politically a still more dangerous character. 
The statement is made that he is a mere tool in 
the hands of Holliday, the Oregon railroad 
speculator ; that it is this influence which first 
elected him to the State Senate; and that the 
railroad interest manipulated the Oregon Legis- 
lature to secure his election to the United States 
Senate. It is also said that he himself expended 
$30,000 to be elected, and that he would 
have been ruined financially if ho had 
failed in his purpose. It is pertinent to ask 
how he could afford to risk all the 
money he had on this hazard, and how he ex- 
pects to get it back. Heis described as a shrewd, 
emooth, insinuating man, who would have be- 
come an important and dangerous ally of the 
corporations in the United States Senate if it 
had not been for the exposure which followed 
his election. As it is, it is not likely that he will 
resign. He has nominally placed himself in the 
hands of his coustituents, who shall say whether 
he is to resign or not. They will not encourage 
a resignation, because the Governor of Oregon 
would appoint a Democrat. They prefer a biga- 
mist. 

One of the principal grievances which has 
brought on the struggle between the farmers 
and the railroads is the glut of farm products, 
which has brought with it low prices and conse- 
quently unprofitable farming. This unusual 
accumulation of farm products is largely due to 
the enormous increase of railroad construction 
Guring the past few years, which has 
opened up s vast area of agricultural 
country, and advanced production far beyond the 
demands of the market. As long as this con- 
tinues, the troubles between the farmer and the 
railroad must continue. If the construction of 
railroads should go on for a few years to come 
in the same proportion that it has for # few 
years past, the farmers would not be the only 
sufferers. The locking up of so much capital, 
where it would yield no immediate return, 
would tend directly to a financial revulsion, and 
the whole public would suffer. 

Fortunately, there are signs’ of a healthy 
reaction. Public opinion has at last forced 
the National Government to put the 
brakes upon the” wasteful squandering of 
the public lands in the form of land-grants. 
The system of county, city, and town subsidies 
has also suffered a severe blow. The agitation 
of the farmers has also created a distrust in 
railroad bonds and stocks. The surest sign of 
reaction, however, and the healthiest indication 
for te future, is the fact that railroad construc- 
tion is materially falling off. For the first seven 
‘months of this year, the number of miles of new 
railroad constructed was but 1,872, against 3,237 
for the same time last year. As it is not at all 
probable that the deficit will be made up during 
the remainder of the year, there is reason for 
sincere congratulation at this exhibit. 
Where business demands the construc 
tion of Yailroad, it is time to 
build it; but to go on constructing railroads in 
the wilderness, and locking up capital and mak- 
ing it unremunerative, is not only the height of 
folly, but a sure step towards a financial panic, 
and the temporary destruction of all values. 
Happily, the danger is likely to be averted, and 
by this decrease in railroad construction there is 
a fair prospect that a paying market may soon 
be made for the surplus of farm products. 
Those deceitful visions of cheap land and pro- 
ductive soil, which are the inducements of every 
new railroad schéme, will no longer allure the 
farmer into distant regions where, indeed, land 
is cheap and the soil rich, but where every bushel 
he raises makes him poorer because he has no 
market for it.

It is perfectly plain to everybody out- 
side of the railroad business that a telegraph 
line which is used for railroad business exclu- 
sively could communicate to a division train- 
dispatcher the exact location of all running 
trains except possibly during thunder-storms ;

where several trains run in opposite 
directions on @ single track. So simple and 
practicable is this system, that a majority of the 
people unquestionably believe that it is the rule 
on all railroads, and it will sorely puzzle railroad 
men to explain why it is not.

ouch MANES AED TE GEA AND THE GRANGES They say that these combinations are most suc- 

cessful at those seasons when the ‘‘ demand for 


Nearly all the Granges are resolving to abolish 
the National Banks. These institutions are de- 
nounced as monopolies (which in one sense they 
are), and as extortionists, which they certainly 
are not. To the extent that they have the ex- 


talists have agreed to hoard their own money 
and not lend it out, and that this will take place 
just at the time when the money will be wanted 
tor moving the erops,” and that they (the un- 
scrupulous aforesaid) are relying upon the want of 
courage on the part of the President to violate 
the law by an over-issue of greenbacks. They 
therefore ask of the President an “‘ assurance ” 
that if, at any time this fall, the Bulls of Wall 
street shall get the Bears down, he will order 
that the United States Treasury shall issue 
greenbecks in such an amount, beyond the limit 
prescribed by law, and also sell as much gold as 
will relieve the Bears, and enable them to over- 
come the Bulls. 

From this manifesto it will be seen that these 
New York gamblers regard it as a mere question 
of courage whether the law shall be violated or 
not, and tell the President that the impudent 
Bulls claim that he “dare not” violate the 
law by directing an over-issue of greenbacks.
